Nixon, hospitalised with an in- 


fected knee, said through Herbert 
G. Klein, his press secretary, that 
"certainly it is not surprising that 
the leaders of the Democratic' 
party have not produced the type 
of program" President Eisenhow- 
er and he advocated. 


Kennedy 
criticized

Democrats, as well as Republi- 
cans, fou balking the passage of 
legislation keyed to his party's 
platform,

He told his colleagues-'Wednes- 


day that if he had accepted a 
stripped-down House version of a 
minimum wage bill the action 
would have forclosed further pro- 
gress in this field for several 
years. 


Instead, he said, he choee to 


let the bill die so that it could be 
revived in a new Congress and 
with a new president. 


Kennedy can contend in the cam- 


paign that if he is president he 
can reverse the present situation. 
He would have within his own par- 
ty in Congress sufficient support 
to uphold almost any veto. He 
could throw back any bills passed 
by a coalition of conservative 
lemocrats and Republicans and 
thus pressure legislation in the di- 
rection he points, 


On the other hand, unless Nixon

Asked by 
CIA to Spy 


CHICAGO (AP)-A young busi- 


ness executive says he was asked 
by the Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy to spy during a trip to the; 
Soviet Union but refused. 


The 
CIA approached 
Robert 


Berlin, 28, vice president of a 
sales company in June 1958 as 
IB prepared for a trip, which in- 
cluded 10 days in the Soviet Un- 
ion, Berlin said Tuesday. 


Berlin said he refused because 


of the risk involved and because 
he does not think it right for a 
tourist to spy. 


"A lot of people have told me 


I would get in trouble telling this 
story, but I believe in expressing 
what I think," Berlin said. 


In an interview with the Chi- 


cago American, Berlin said he 
revealed the request because the 
U. S. government has protested 
that some American tourists have 
been called spies and expelled 
from the Soviet Union, 


In Washington the CIA lad no 


comment on Berlin's story, the 
American said. The newspaper, 
however, quoted a spokesman as 
saying that "It's our business to 
seek information 
wherever we 


can get it, just as the Russians 
try to get information. And it is 
a lot easier for them to get it."
